A.  an existing infrastructure to support technical

training for the film industry;
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B.  curricula and faculty in the fields of film

production and direction at the college of Santa Fe and Santa

Fe community college;

C.  logistical and technical support from a wide

variety of interested and motivated residents, groups and

partnerships; 

D.  a concentration of individuals with technical

and artistic skills available to work on film-related projects;

E.  the advantage of working in close proximity to

state government to facilitate quick response programs and

systems; and
